Wilder’s “Our Town” gave 
him the impetus to explore 
the small-town psyche, but 
the rest is from his own 
experience. 
“I don’t have to go up on 
the mountain ‘to think, ” he 
said. “If I did go up on the 
m ountain 
to 
think, . I 
wouldn’t. I’d go fishing.” 
Jones’ “experience” in­ 
cludes working for the Texas 
Highway Department and a 
stint as a scale operator at 
cattle auctions. Even today 
he prefers wearing jeans and 
a workshirt — not exactly in 
the image of the national 
recognition and critical 


acclaim he has achieved as 
“the best and the brightest in 
American theater.” 
He credits his hometown

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY - My electric range was Installed 


flush with a brick wall, and the largest cooking unit 
which is next to the wall is frequently used for cooking 
meat. Grease has soaked into the bricks causing an un­ 
sightly large spot. I have tried wiping it with paper 
towels and soapy sponges but to no avail. Do you have 
any suggestions — MRS. D. 
DEAR MRS. D. ~ I assume the brick wall is oot 


painted. Bricks are poroos and if no sealer had been 
applied the grease has doabtless penetrated and so may 
be there to stay. Yon m i^t try a tri-sodiam phosphate 
solation and a scrab brash, and then rinse off 
thorooghly. When the spots are cleaned off as mach as 
possible I woald apply a sealer and then wax for farther 
protection. 
A remedy for cleanii^ grease from cement might be 


worth a try, too. Always test anything in an in- 
conspicaoas spot first. Add <me-fourth cap water soften­ 
ing compoand to a gallon of hot water, and sconr with a 
stiff brush and an abrasive household cleanser. Rinse 
off well. If any grease remains apply some of the 
moistened compoand, let stand a few hoars and then 
remove and rinse tboronghly. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with mail order hou^s 
that take forever to fill orders and finally deliver it by sending 
a substitution not requested. Also they never send a prompt 
notice that the item ordered is unavailable and must be 
ordered again. 
Save foil wrappers from margarine and use them for 
coating potatoes just before baking or for greasing cake pans, 
etc. - DORIS. 
DEAR POLLY — Recently while a house guest I thought my 
hostess had a very clever idea. Not having a luggage rack she 
had opened a folding card table chair at the foot of each bed to 
hold my suitcases. The chairs are a convenient height and did 
not clutter up the floor. If I get a Polly Dollar I will mail it to 
her and will she be surprise.

DEAR POLLY — I had trouble acquiring a five gallon gar­ 
bage can with a tight fitting lid so went to a local fast-food 
restaurant and bought an old pickle pail (plastic with top and 
handle) for a mere fifty cents. These pails also make excellent 
diaper pails as little hands cannot remove the snugly closing 
tops. Also good for storing large quantities of flour, ck^ food, 
etc. - CHERYL F.

rock is a bit more than most 
veterans of the last IO years 
of pop music can swallow. 
They fail to consider the 
impact of the unbridled en­ 
thusiasm that can explode 
from the soul of an 11-year-
